The Sosiet Union conasiently stands for Korea to be rcunifi -J 
Peaceful means, on a democratic baas, after the withdrawal of Amcria-'* 
troops from south Korea. This is our Tirm and imariablc position- v-e 
support the DPRK’s important initiatu-es which provide for ^ 
^ce treaty instead of the existing annislice agreement, ^ 

declaration on non-aggression between north and south, 
mutual reductions of armed forces and making the Korean penbisui:^m“ 
a nuclear-w eapons-frec 2 onc. To rraliic these proposals is subsuntirti'' o 
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ameliorate the situation in Korea and create favourable conditions for 
productive dialogue between north and south. 

The forces of imperialism and reaction are throwing up additional 
obstacles on the way to a just solution to the Korean question which 
is sufficiently complicated per sc. These include the buildup of the US 
armed contingent in the south of Korea and the shows of American 
military might, which have been growing in scope with every passing 
year and which involve combat units of also south Korea and Japan. 
I should say that we arc seriously worried by such a dangerous 
scat of military tension close to the state borders of the Soviet 
Union. 

For the imperialists the Asian continent is another, eastern, front 
of struggle against socialist states. The United States has spun a web 
of militarj’ bases and strongpoints there and deployed nuclear wea- 
pons. Lying within the range of these weapons is not only the territory 
of the Soviet Union but also the territories of other socialist, and 
not only socialist, states in Asia and the Pacific. It should be recalled 
that it is the Asian continent that has become the first testing range 
where the United Slates has made combat applications of nuclear 
weapons. 

"Divide and rule" is a traditional method of the colonizers. 
Nowadays the imperialists arc continuing to apply the tactics of disuniting 
peoples and setting one country against another. In spite of what appears 
to be instructive experience of the disgraceful collapse of such anti- 
communist alliances as CENTO and SEATO, they are again trying to 
lorge militarist axes and triangles like the Washingion-Tokyo-Scoul bloc. 
Wc are against such geopolitics, against all manner of "spheres of 
inriuencc and "zones of inlcrc.sis", against closed military groupings 
anjvvhcrc and in the Pacific, in particular. The latter belongs to all, 
it can and must become an ocean of peace and good neighbourlincss, 
which would bring the peoples close together rather than separate 
them. 

.'\nd isn l the US policy of reviving and strengthening Japanese 
militarism destabilizing the situation in Asia? They in Washington do not 
conceal their intentions to convert Japan into a kind of their "unsinkablc

aircraft earner Thisisadangcrousgame, since Japanese imperialism has 
on more than one occasion now reseated its expansionist’s, colonizer’s 
essence and has on more than one occasion unleashed uar. Jn Tokjo, in 
the meantime, revanchist notes are again being struck and territorial 
claims laid Attempts to repeat history, and on a more dangerous basis at 
that, in the age of nuclear weapons cannot but make the Asian states 
apprehensive These attempts do not augur anything good for Japan 
cither. 

The peoples of Asia have different histones and different socu} 
systems, but their basic interests can be broiigiii to a common denomi- 
nator which is the desire for peace and good neighbourly relations, the 
renunciation of the use of force, the sculemem of conienuous issues and 
conflicts by peaceful means, equality and independence, respect for 
soNcreignty and the inviolability of the borders, non'interfercnce in 
domestic affairs, the desclopmeni of economic and o\her cooperation on 
the basis ofroutua/ benefit, and an independent free choice of the road of 
social development On such principles, we ate sure, the peoples of Asia 
can find a common language 

The Soviet Union is consistently in favour of starling an active, 
conscientious search for ways to improve the siiuauon m the Asian 
comment vvithout wasting precious time. Asjs known, lhe26fh Congress 
of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union proposed that talks be 
conducted on confidence-building measures in the Far East with all 
mterested countries Implementation of such measures would substan- 
tially help consolidate the foundations of universal peace. 

Well-known are the DPRK’s peace initiatives directed at lessening 
tension in Korea, in the Far East Thcworld public positiiclyassesscd the 
proposal advanced by the Mongolian People’s Republic tha t a con v ention 
be concluded on mutual non-aggression and non-use of force m relations 
between states in Asia and the Pacific We fully approve of the 
conurucUve stance and peace initiatives of Vietnam. Laos and 
Kampuchea which, courageously opposing attacks from impenahsm and 
hcsemonism in Southeast Asia, call for mutual understanding and 
normalization of relations between stales of the region, for ns iransfor- 
maiion into a zone of peace and stability- The non-aligned movement 



advances quite a few useful and constructive ideas. 

Wc think that such a factor as relations between the Soviet Union and 
China is also very essential for the development of the situation in the 
Asian continent. Our country consistently favours their normalization 
and improvement, but, naturally, not at the expense of third countries. 
Progress in Sovict-Chinese relations, the PRC’s participation in the 
people’s struggle to prevent war would, undoubtedly, facilitate the growth 
of the role of socialism in international affairs, consolidation of the 
positions of forces committed to peace. 

Wc arc far from thinking that Asian problems can be resolved within 
a brief period with the help of single conference or agreement. Still, a 
beginning must be made. As a Korean proverb has it, a jouimey of one 
thousand ri starts with the first step. 

Esteemed Comrade Kim II Sung, 

Esteemed Korean friends, 

Slaying in our country, you were able to see that all the aspirations of 
Soviet people arc directed towards peaceful construction. 

In the international arena, our chief efforts are directed at blocking 
the road to imperialism’s extremely dangerous policy, stopping the arms 
race and ensuring a peaceful life for peoples. The Soviet Union does not 
seek military superiority. At the same time, it will never allow that its 
defence capabilities be below the level necessary for repulsing any 
aggression. Wc will be able to defend our historic accomplishments, our 
state interests, as well as the interests and security of our allies. No one 
should have any doubts about that. 

Thc.se arc complicated and tense times. And it has never been so 
important that all forces of peace and progress — countries of socialism. 
Communist and Workers' Parlies, national liberation, anti-imperialist 
movements— act in unity and cohesion. 

From the bottom of our hearts wc wish the Korean people new big 
acliicvcmcnts in fulfilling the plans of socialist construction, advanced by 
the Workers Party of Korea. Wc wish that the Korean people were united 
into one peaccloving democratic state.

Furthermore, the participants in the 
meeting called for thcconvcntiona! weapons of NATO to be reinforced. In 
(hts document the United Stales, which tries to destroy the balance of 
strength by its policy of deployment, got its views passed in dealing with 
the conditions advanced by Greece, Denmark and Spain— regrettably, the 
hccicral Republic of Germany is not involved in this — the views she had 
maintained on all matters associated with arms reduction including the 
Geneva. Vienna and Stockholm talks. 

The conditions advanced by Greece, Denmark and Spain have meant 
opposing the essence of this statement whose content is the deployment of 
US medium-range weapons in Europe and anti-Soviet moves. No trace 
can be found of the loudly clamoured desire for detente. But in Article 7 of 
the statement they supported the revanchist position of the Federal 
Republic of Germany against the German Democratic Republic, the 
Polish People's Republic, C?.cchoslovakia and the Soviet Union, namely, 
against the core of the European Treaty system.
